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Welcome to the revival of Death Rattle, 
a comic that we believe will curl your toes in 
anxious enthrallment every other month. The 
original incarnation of this title appeared in black 
and white in the early 1970s, the heyday of 
underground comix. With your vitally needed 
help, this version, with its top talent, luxuriant, 
vibrant color, and slick white paper will be haun- 
ting comicdom's consciousness for much longer 
than the first version. 

Rand Holmes leads off this issue with a 
classic science fiction piece, “Killer Planet,” 
painstakingly and lovingly colored by Bill 
Poplaski. New fans of Rand will want to 
check out his recent two-part Harold Hedd 
in Hitler’s Cocaine, a color mini-series 
published by Kitchen Sink Press. Old fans will 
be delighted to hear that new covers and new 
science fiction and horror tales by Rand will 
be appearing in future Death Rattles. 

This issue’s skin crawler, “Ш Bred,” is pro- 
vided by Charles Burns, ghoulishly and im- 
aginatively colored by Michael Newhall. 
Burns resides in Italy these days, but his work 
appears regularly in Heavy Metal (“El Bor- 
bah") and Raw. His previous work for us was 
the marvelously insightful cover of Dope Com- 
ix No. 5. 

“Tom Quick” is a true story about a time 
when men were men and homicidal maniacs 
were heroes. Charles Dallas did the research 
and the art. Ray Fehrenbach provided the 
color. Some readers will recall Dallas’ solo series 
Psychotic Adventures and contributions to 
Insect Fear, Paranoia and Slow Death. 

And let’s not forget a shake of the rattler’s 
tail to cover artist Richard Corben, who has 
a worldwide following of fantasy art fans. Rich 


did this cover for us a few years ago, when we: 


could still afford him. It sat in our musty ar- 
chives, waiting...quietly waiting, for a time, the 


time...to strike! This is the time, and if enough 
of you support this title, we can afford him 
again. That’s not a hint or anything, though... 


Death Rattle will deviate somewhat from 
the typical anthology comics format. For one 
thing, we will often be featuring /onger stories. 
Most science fiction or horror titles consist of 
several stories ranging from four or five pages 
to eight or nine pages. That’s good enough for 
a quick jolt of thrills, but doesn’t leave much 
room for characterization and plot development. 

Charles Burns’ story in this issue runs 18 
pages. We like the way that length in this par- 
ticular story fleshes out the characters, so to 
speak. 

For another thing, the fotal number of pages 
devoted to story is larger than the average col- 
or comic book. An everyday, mundane color 
comic gives you 24 or 25 pages of actual com- 
ics. The rest is advertising. You can look it up. 
Death Rattle may cost 25 cents more than 
other "Baxter" "style comics, but count ће com- 
ics pages in this issue and you'll find 31 of 32 
inside color pages are story and art! Think about 
this when you compute value.
